THE FOOD VALUE OF APPLES. 


Apples are among the most be- 
neficial: and health promoting sub- 
stances which can be introduced 
into the human economy. 

Tho dictetie valuo of apples is 
extraordinarily high. They aro 
pre-eminent among the. vitamin con- 
tnining foods, are rich in the em 
sentia! body building elements of 
limo and phosphorus, and ao large 
part of their bulk consists of -cal- 
lulose. 

The presence of cellulose is in 
dispensablo to a healthy alimenta 
tract. It acts as “roughage” an 
has o powerfully sticnula ting and 
acouring action on the walls of the 
intestinal canal, thus ensuring that 
no food is Ieft behind to ferment 
and develop absorbable poisons. 

Best Dentifrice. 

A fresh, caw. apple is the beat 
dentifrice. The lengthy process of 
mastication which ita consumption 
involves mechanically “cleanses the 
teeth, and it fs a’ “potent-activator 
of the salivary glands.. Onz of the 
chief functions of the saliva is to 
protect and preserve the teeth, and, 
for this duty, it is specially equip- 
ped. The digestive j juices which an 
apple simmons to the interior of 
the mouth are charged with natural 
antisentics. Theso attack and 
remove any tarter and are inimcial 
to the germs of dental decay. 

Apples are an antidote to the 
eondition known ns  “acidosis."’ 
They counteract the acid poisons 
which are evolved as a result of the 
consumption of the acid-forming 
articles of dict such os meat, arti- 
ficial sugara, refined and concen- 
trated fooda of all kinds, It is’ this 
acidosis which is such a potent 
cause of lethargy and depression. 

The Valuable Part. | 

A surprisingly large number of 
people constantly throw away the 
most valuable part of an apple by 
meticulously peeling and rejecting 
tho skin. Now, the sun-ripeoed 
covering is the portion which we 
should be most careful to eat since 
the Jong days of summer sunshine 
have caused a conceatration of the 
vitsl vitamins in ond immediately 
beneath the akin. 

Before being eaten, an applo 
should be scrupulously washed in 
cold water in order to remove any 
particles of preservative which may 
be adherent tothe skin. Then, all 
hard or brown bits should be ex- 
cised, epecial attention being direct- 
ed: to the pits at cither and. Tei is 

in there two depressions where the 
particles: of preservatives tend to 
collect. These preliminaries over, 
all of the apple can be coneumed. 
including, if desired, the core and 
seeda. 

Dental Impediments, 

Ip the case of invalids or people 
who bave dental impediments to 
vigorous mastication, the apples can 
‘be put through a mincing machine 
and the resulting mash eaten at 
ouce with a spoon. The juice which 
accumulates in the machine must 
be carefully preserved and added 
to the fruit. 

Since vitamins are destroyed 
when subjected to heat, cvoked 
apples are not 60 valuable to health 
as the raw fruit, although the 
benefit which results from their 
continued consumption is’ by. no 
means negligible. Cooked or dried 
appies cumbine well with cercals, 
thus differing from the raw variety. 

Fresh, raw apples come under 
the category of acid fruit ond there- 
fore do not form o -physiological 
combination with the starchy foods, 
such as bread, milk puddings, and 
breakfast foods. The number of 
avples which | constitute o raw 
fruit breakfast should not exceed 
three or four, and it should be 
noted that the only permissible 
additiun to such a meal is a hot 
drink of fruit juice, sweetencd, if 
desired, with honocy.

When the caso in which Capt. 
D. Thomas, master of the 8.5. 
Tin Yat, ig charged with having 
over-loaded .his vessel on April 
27 was continued at the Marine 
* Court this .morning, the Hon. 
Commar. G. F. Hole, R-N., before 
whom the case was taken, said 
that since the last hearing he 
had had an opportunity of 
* -examining the vessel himeelf. 
‘He reminded Mr. O. E. C. Mar- 
ton, who was for the defence, 
that at the last hearing, the 
latter submitted that he had no 
case to answer, but his Worship 
said he had since found that 
there was a case to answer. 
Before calling Capt. Thomas 
into the box, Mr. Marton said the 
defendant had been master of the 
vessel since March 16 and before 
that had been master of vessels 
- ranging from 600 tons to 8,000 
tong for about 16 years. 


Former Russian Gunboat. 


The boat concerned in this case, 
the Tin Yat, said Mr, Marton, was 
formerly a Russian gunboat and 
the only way to examine her dise 
was to go on to the fender where 
the dise could be examined. 
When Capt. Thomas went on 
board the Tin Yat on Sunday night 
(April 27), londing had stopped, 
The mean draught of the vessel, 
then ‘was 10 feet 7% inches, 
which was 444 inches below 
what the defendant thought was 
the loaded draught of the vessel. 
Tbe next thing he knew, went on 
Mr. Marton, was that a Boarding 
‘ Officer told him that his vessel was 
over-loaded. 

The defendant then instructed 
the Chief Engineer.and the Chief 
Officer to examine the dise and evi. 
dence would later be given by these
